had no state code. Heretofore we had 
no concurrent legislation in Pennsyl- 
vania and it was necessary to prose- 
cute violations in the federal Courts 
where, it is said, sentiment is strong- 
ly against prohibition 
Besides, the 


Federal Courts are so crowded, that 
cases are unreasonably delayed, and 
offenders escape punishment- Under 
this law. the cases may be transfer- 
red to the Court of Quarter Sessions, 
and local and county officials will be 
held responsible for the punishment 
of violations 


This law prohibits the manufacture 


and sale of intoxicating liquors in 
harmony with the Federal Law. and 
provides for a heavy fine on those 
who violate the law. It also contains 
a Search and Seizure clause under 
the caption of "Inspection." which 
will help to bring the offenders to 
justice. The conditions in Pennsyl- 
vania have^ been appalling. Women 
have been overwhelmed •with grief 
an indignation because the prohibition 
law. for which we worked so hard, 
seemed to be a "dead letter." 


Had the 1921 legislature adjourned 


without passing a State Enforcement 
Code, these conditions would have re- 
mained for two years. This law-puts 
a whip into the hands of the good 
people of the state by which all ille- 
gal sales of intoxicating liquor can 
be suppressed. 
Up to this time we 


have had the "speakeasies," "blind 
tigers", "bootleggers" and the open 
saloon. This will eliminate the first 
three and bring the saloon-keeper to 
justice. 
It is now up to the patriotic citi- 


zens of every locality to not only 
x>bev the law themselves but to see 
that it is enforced by the proper au- 
thorities. The W. C. T. U. through- 
out the state, will co-operate not only 
•with the local officials but with other 
organizations in their efforts to ban- 
ish the liqnor traffic from our beloved 
state.
